THE BUS AND TAXI ORDINANCE 


In the Public Forum column of yesterday's paper 
be found a letter discussing the proposed bus and

The city doesn't owe the Cleveland and Southwest- 


ern or any other railroad company anything. It is a 
private enterprise to which the people" have granted 
their rights and privileges in return for what they be- 
lieve to be a public benefit. If that public benefit can 
be gained better some other way, the obligation ceases. 


Every owner of an automobile, or a taxi, or a bus, 


pays his taxes in proportion to the amount he owns, and 
he pays a double tax at that. He pays his direct prop- 
erty tax and he pays his license tax, and for any man to 
add to his burdens by legislation an attempt to prohibit 
him from doing business in the interest of another and 
stronger individual, whether it be corporate or natural, 
is an unfair attitude to assume, and is subversive to the 
purposes of legislation itself. 


Anything in the ordinance, which is before the city, 


which is there for the purpose of protecting the electric 
line against competition, is paternalism carried to an ex- 
treme. It is unfair and should be eliminated. 


The object of our councilmen should be to protect 


the public and to protect the passengers, but not to 
create a monopoly in anyone's hands, and when burdens 
are added too heavy for individuals to carry, if there is 
any provision of the ordinance that has this purpose 
we believe that it should be eliminated, before it is pass- 
ed. We do believe that a liability bond should be given, 
but at the same time we believe, from what we have 
learned concerning the financial condition of the South- 
western, that it is in no better shape to pay damages 
that might be incurred, and this matter should be look- 
ed into and the liability bond should not be too high 
probably not over ten thousand dollars.
